HARDINSBURG, Ky., Oct. 16 
(AP)—A _ nuclear-armed_ B-52 
bomber and its refueling tanker 
collided last night and caused an 
explosion which lit the sky for 
150 milés> One man was killed 
and seven are missing. 

Four members of the B-52 
crew were unhurt or suffered 
only minor injuries. They para- 
chuted to safety after the two 
planes came together and burst 
into flames. 

“It looked like the whole 
world—the whole sky—was on 
fire,’ said Mrs. Eliza Robert- 
son, who watched the two air- 
craft fall. 


Nuclear Device Found. 


Investigators located the nu-|

METER ON HOLIDAY 

The aldermen lifted one bur- 
den from harried motorists to- 
day. They passed a bill to per- 
mit ‘free parking beside meters 
on New Year’s Day, Memorial 
Day, Independence Day, Labor 
Day, Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas. 

Under the original parking me- 
ter ordinance, motorists - were 
exempt from paying meter fees 


' on all holidays. They could park, 


however, only for the periods of 
time specified by the master 
traffic control ordinance. 

Some motorists overstayed the 
limit, and found parking tickets 
on their automobiles even on 
holidays. To end this confusion, 
the Parking Meter Commission 
had successfully persuaded the 


aldermen to eliminate all holiday | 


exemptions. 

Now that the aldermen have 
reversed the rules again, officials 
hope the limitation to six major 
holidays wil lessen possible re- 
newed confusion. Those holidays 
are generally observed by busi- 
ness firms and offices, and there 
are fewer automobiles in busi- 
ness districts.

Radio-Television News Directors 
Association. 

Self-Policing. 

At the same time, Harold E 
Fellows, head of the National 
Association of Broadeasters, said 
the entire radio and TV industry 
will act to prevent the rigging 
of Boy shows. 

Fellows told the regular fall 
meeting of more than 300 radio 
and television executives in 
Washington that the industry has 
proven “it can clean its own 
house when necessary,” and 
there is no need for the Govern- 
ment to step in. 

He announced that the indus- 
try’s television code of ethics 
review board will meet Nov. 13 
at Los Angeles to study the ques- 
tion. 

Fellows, however, attributed 
the recent scandal to outside 
packaging producers who “‘have 
hoodwinked the public and 
broadcasters whose facilities 
they use.” 

‘Unfortunate Episode.’ 

At the same time, he warned 
that “this unfortunate episode 
in broadcasting’’ may result in a 
challenge to the industry’s own 
system of voluntary self-regula- 
tion, presumably by possible 
new legislation in Congress. 

Fellows’s pledge followed a 
warning yesterday from Ear! W. 
Kintner, chairman of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, that the 
Government would police quiz 
shows unless the industry took 
steps “‘to keep radio and TV 
programs free of deceit and 
fraud.” 

A House subcommittee investi- 
gating charges that many TV 
quiz programs were fixed is 
scheduled to resume its inquiry 
Nov. 2 with testimony from TV 
quiz whiz Charles Van Doren, 
who won $129,000 on the old 
“Twenty. One” program. Van 
Doren has said he was never 
given questions or. answers in 
advance, but other former con- 
testants have testified the, pro- 
gram was rigged.

SCIENTISTS OFFER 
PLASTIC MAN AS 
FIRST ASTRONAUT 


ALBUQUERQUE, Oct. 16 (AP)

The mannequin has a plastic | 
skin, a skeleton and in between | 
is filled with what is called | 
tissue-equivalent fluid. 

Lt. Col. S. E. Lifton, deputy 
chief of the biophysics division 
at the special weapons center at | 
Kirtland, Air Force Base, told | 
a group of doctors about it when 
they visited the installation yes- 
terday. He says the mannequin 
absorbs radiation energy in the 
same manner human tissue does.

Dr. Arthur Kornberg’s Nobel - 
prize-winning work on desoxyri- | 
bonucleic acid was hailed by as- | 
sociates at Washington Univer- 
sity School of Medicine today as 
‘a remarkable advance in the 
understanding of living proc- 
esses. ’ 

The research for which Dr. 


Kornberg won the award was 


accomplished in a fourth-floor 
laboratory of the university's 
Clinics Building, next to Me- 
Millan Hospital. He moved to 


Stanford University in California 
last July. The award was an- 
nounced yesterday. 


Desoxyribonucleic acid, called 
DNA for short, is a substance 


‘that exists in the nuclei of all | 


cells. Scientists think it carries | 
genes from one generation of | 
cells to the next. 

Since genes are the hereditary 
units that determine many physi- 
cal characteristics of a living 
thing, DNA has obvious impor- 
tance as the substance that car- | 
ries to the new cell the char- 
acteristics of the old. 

What Dr. Kornberg and his as- 
sociates here did was manufac- 
ture, or synthesize DNA for the 
first time. Dr. Kornberg, who 
came to Washington University 
in 1953 as chairman of the mi- 
crobiology department, an- 


nounced this achievement in 
1956. 
Dr. Kornberg’s major associ- 


ates in the work here were Dr. 
Melvin Cohn, Dr. Paul Berg and 
Dr. David Hoagness. When he 
left to head the new department 
of -biochemistry at Stanford 
School of Medicine, he took sev- 
eral of his co-workers with him. 
The Nobel prize for medicine 
this year was shared by a for- 
mer Washington University fac- 
ulty member and associate of 
Dr.. Kornberg, Dr. Severo Ochoa 
of New York University Medical 
School. Both have worked under 
another Washington University 
Nobel prize winner, Dr. Carl F. 
Cori, professor of biochemistry. 
In the case of Dr. Ochoa, the 
award was for synthesizing an- 
other polysyllabic substance, ri- 
bonucleic acid, or RNA. Dr. 
Ochoa was on the faculty here 
in 1941-42. The tow biochemists 
worked together in New York.for 
a period in the late 1940s, 
DNA and RNA are closely re- 
lated and have long fascinated 
scientists because of their ap- 
parent proximity to fundamen- 
tals of life. They are nucleic 
acids which, with the help of 
proteins or enzymes, turn cells 
into michoscopic chemical fac- 
tories.

4 NEW BILE ACIDS ISOLATED" 2 
BY ST, LOUIS U. SCIENTISTS : 


Four new bile acids have been 
isolated by Drs. John T. Mats- 
chiner and S. L. Hsia of St. Louis | 
University School of Medicine, it | 
was announced last night. The | 


scientists conducted their re-| 
search under the direction of 
Dr. Edward A. Doisy, Nobel 
prize winner in medicine in 1943. 

The discovery was announced 
at a medical school faculty 
meeting. Dr. Hsia, assistant pro- 
fessor of biochemistry, said bile | 
acids were labeled with radio- | 
active carbon and detected with | 
a geiger counter. They were | 
then fed to laboratory rats and 
the scientists noted the forma- 
tion of new compounds, which 
were the four new acids. 

Bile acids are formed from 
choleseterol, said Dr. Matschiner | 
senior instructor in biochemistry. 
They are the principal constit- 
uents of bile and aid digestion. 
By artificially producing jaun- 
dice in rats, he said profound 
changes were noted in the 
amount and type of bile acids 
produced.

Opportunity in Antarctica 


It is earnestly to be hoped that the 12-na- 
tion conference on Antarctica, which opened 
Thursday in Washington, lays the groundwork 
for internationalizing this last great land 
If this largely unexplored continent 
of snow and ice, almost the size of Europe 
and the United States combined, were inter- 
nationalized, its potential for peace would be 


The conference, for which President Eisen- 
hower issued invitations in May, 1958, is at- 
tended by delegates from Soviet Russia, Brit- 
ain, New Zealand, Japan, Norway, Argentina, 
Chile, Australia, France, Belgium and South 
Africa. In accepting, they indicated some de- 
gree of sympathy with Mr. Eisenhower’s prih- 
ciple that the land surrounding the’ South 
Pole should be used for peaceful purposes 
only. Secretary of State Herter, in his wel- 
coming address, referred to the co-operative

Desirable but Exaggerated 


Opponents of the metropolitan District plan 
are making altogether too much of the fact 
that the plan does not include provisions for 
initiative and referendum. 

No doubt the inclusion of such provisions 
would have been desirable. But none of the 
Freeholders who drafted the plan, including 
particularly one or two who now are actively 
opposing it, made any real effort to write in 
a section on the initiative and referendum. 
This was largely because of a feeling that 
these processes were not particularly neces- 
sary in a limited purpose district of this type. 

School districts are limited-purpose agen- 
cies of the same type, and they do not provide 
for initiative and referendum. Yet we have 
not noticed any great moral crusade to apply 
these principles to school districts. 


The initiative and referendum are rarely 
without limitation. The initiative usually is 
prohibited in’ cases where the ordinance to 
be initiated requires an appropriation (un- 
less it contains a revenue-raising feature). 
The referendum usually is prohibited with re- 
spect to ordinances making appropriations, 
setting a tax rate or necessary to immedi- 
ate preservation of the public peaG&—health 
or safety. 

The scope for their possible use would be 
reduced even more in a special purpose tech- 
nical agency like the District which would be 
functioning only in those areas authorized 
by the voters. 

The District’s limited powers would be ex- 
ercised by a popularly-elected Board of Su- 
1¢ Pervisors over which the people would have 
greater control than they do of the Board of 
Aldermen, the County Council, the existing 
Sewer District or many of the county’s scores 
of municipalities or school districts. 

In practice the initiative and referendum 
are seldom used. Neither has been employed 
in St. Louis county since adoption of the home 
rule charter in 1950. The 1947 vote on day- 
light saving was the most recent use of the 
process in St. Louis. 

But in any case amendments to the metro- 
politan District plan can be proposed through 
an initiative process, among other methods. 
If the plan passes, as it deserves to, those 
who are now so concerned for the initiative 
and referendum can see that these are added 
by amendment.

Censorship in Cuba 


How much of the promised freedom of 
press has Fidel Castro actually permitted in 
Cuba? This question received exhaustive at- 
tention at the recent San Francisco meeting 
of the Inter-American Press Association, but 
the answers are still complex. 

Dr. Jorge Zayas of the Havana Avance 
charged the new government with censorship 
and rumor-mongering against critical news- 
papers. Guillermo Martinez Marquez, editor 
of La Pais, contendéd that there is press free- 
dom with “complicating factors.” These fac- 
tors include street demonstrations by Castro 
supporters and Premier Castro’s own sensi- 
tivity and habit of replying to any and all 
criticism on long television broadcasts. 

The facts seem to be that the Castro govern- 
ment has not attempted outright censorship 
but has made criticism downright unpopular. 
Still, newspapers with the courage and re- 
sources to speak out can speak out, as the 
conservative Diario de la Marina has done. 

But there is another, or earlier, side to this 
story to be considered by American editors 
who are quick to suspect the Castro move- 
ment. The 1.A.P.A. heard an extensive report 
on how the Cuban press was treated by the 
ousted Dictator Batista. Even before he tried 
suppression, the committee report stated, Cu- 
ban newspapers were accustomed to accepting 
hidden subsidies from the Government. One 
paper admitted such payments were routine. 

Under Batista, part of the Cuban press was 
not free; it was venal. And it accepted its 
lot. Today Cuban newspapers have the right 
to speak out if they dare, and if they do not 
dare, they will share responsibility- for the 
fate of freedom of the press in Cuba.

As a frantic last effort the ‘fair 
trade”’ organization made a bid for 
nationwide controls in the last Con- 
gress. Its bill would have gone farther 
than the old state laws. But the dis- 
arming label of “fair trade” had lost 
its appeal. The bill was widely recog- 
nized as a price-fixing measure and 
failed. So the long struggle against 
the force of rough and tumble com- 
petition came to an end. 

Where the vast current of economic 
change has eliminated large numbers 
of small businesses we look back with 
regret. But we have to face the facts 
of life in a changing world. To attempt 
to hold back such an economic trend 
by. law is an attempt to harness and 
restrain the fundamental ‘strength of 
the American free enterprie system.

Not all the men who voted 
approval of the Braves’s move 
from Boston to Milwaukee; the 
Browns’ from St. Louis to Bal- 
timore; the Athletics’ from 
Philadelphia to Kansas City 
and the Giants’ and Dodgers’ 
to California viewed these 
changes with enthusiasm. 
Some in the National League, 
particularly, deemed it a 
grievous error to surrender 


the New York market, but all 
were committed to a policy of 
laissez-faire. 


The Underprivileged 
Settling for the principle that 
profit and profit alone was the 
governing factor, they agreed 
in effect: ‘“‘We may be making 
a mistake, but foolish or not, 
the club is Walter O’Malley’s 
property (or Horace Stone- 
ham’s or Lou Perini’s) and we 
have no right to tell him how 
he must conduct his business.”

Small Town 
FHA Plan 
Begun Here 


The St. Louis office of the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration re- 
ports introduction here of a new 
plan to expedite home financing 
at FHA terms in selected areas 
of Eastern Missouri. 


Alan T. Smith, director of the 
St. Louis FHA office, said he is 
opening up the designated areas 
comprised of all cities and coun- 
ties in the eastern half of Mis- 
souri, except the counties of 
Franklin, Jefferson, Lincoln, St. 
Charles, St. Louis and Warren, 
and the cities of Cape Girardeau, 
Columbia, Jefferson City and St. 
Louis, to the Certified Agency 
Program, FHA’s newest approach 
to government insurance of home 
purchase loans, 


Under CAP, tanks, savings and 
loan associations and other mort- 
gage lenders themselves handle 
the examination and processing 
of applications for loans at FHA 
terms, duties otherwise reserved 
to members of the FHA staff. 


Lenders certified by FHA as 
Authorized Agents of the Federal 
Housing Commissioner will give 
final approval to the credit of 
prospective home buyers, and 
may issue a loan commitment 
without waiting for FHA to con- 
cur. Property valuation and 
building inspection will be per- 
formed under CAP by local spe- 
cialists in their own home areas, 
for which services they will be 
paid established fees on a job- 
by-job basis. 


Director Smith said this plan 
will eliminate delays previously 
incurred in dispatching federal 
appraisers and inspectors from 
St. Louis to areas now under 
CAP. By making the FHA plan 
more attractive to both lenders 
and borrowers, the Director said 
CAP will help people in smaller 
communities, 
distant from FHA offices, to 
share in the benefits of federal 
mortgage insurance. In general 
this means lower down payments 
and longer term loans to home 
buyers. 


Under HA, Smith said, down 
payments at the present time 
may be as low as 3 per cent of 
the first $13,500 of appraised 
value, plus 15 per cent of the 
next $2500, plus 30 per cent of 
the value in excess of $16,000. 
The Certified Agency Program 
makes these same terms avail- 
able, the FHA Director said, but 
they will vary with the merits of 
each case as the lender relates 
the amount of the loan to the 
value of the property and to the 
borrower's ability to meet his 
mortgage payments.

Why So Few. 


Up to now, Congress has not 
given FHA the tools for a work- 
able program for rental housing 
—so FHA has played almost no 
part in apartment finance. “In 
other words, except for slum 
clearance projects, FHA helped 
finance less than 8 per cent of 
the nation’s new apartments,”’ 
sayS#House & Home. In the first 
half of the year. FHA insured 
6489 urban renewal units, but 
only 10,344 rental units and only 
1508 rental co-ops. 


Although Congress gives home- 
buyers every possible help 
through FHA because it “loves 
homebuyers,’’ in recent years, 
the magazine points out—since 
the Section 608 scandals—Con- 
gress has not been much inter- 
ested in helping builders provide 
better apartments. Congress 
fears that anything FHA might 
do to help renters would help 
landlords more. But, billions of 
dollars have been voted for high- 
cost public housing as a way to 
help renters without helping land- 
lords.

FHA has just simplified its 
cost estimating procedure to per- 
mit per-square-foot calculations 
without requiring a quantity sur- 
vey. This will save weeks of 
time. 

FHA is bringing a group of its 
ablest officials with the most ex- 
perience in multi-family proces- 
sing to Washington this month 
for a two or three-week re-study 
of every aspect of rental housing 
procedure. 


FHA is refining its extra allow- 
ance for high-cost areas to make 
it conform more accurately to 
the local level of construction 
costs. In the most expensive area 
builders may be allowed the full 
$1250 extra per room, but in 
others they may be allowed only 
$500 extra, or even as little as 
$100 extra. 


Revising Standards.

Editor Sees 
Boom Ahead 
In St. Louis 


James M. Lange, vice-presi- 
and executive editor of 
Practical Builder Magazine, pre- 
dicted here yesterday afternoon 
that the St. Louis population will 
be 2,925,000 by 1975. Lange spoke 
at a marketing research pres- 
entation to about 40 St. Louis 
manufacturers of materials used 
in construction. The meeting, 
which included showing of a mo- 
tion picture, was in the Lido 
room at the Chase hotel. The 
occasion was promotion of the 
magazine as a medium of com- 
munication from materials man- 
ufacturers to individuals engaged 
in light construction, such as 
homes and business establish- 
ments. 


Lange predicted a_ building 
boom in the St. Louis area, which 
he said would reach a rate of 
14,700 housing starts a year by 
1975. 


“All building is local. Unlike 
other markets which are essen- 
tially national in character, 
housing, remodeling and non- 
residential construction are de- 
pendent on the local economy,” 
said Lange and added: _ 


“An analysis of the growth of 
the local building market must 
be related to population, em- 
ployment, personal income, and 
expenditures for new plants and 
equipment.” 


Lange predicted, in addition to 
the population increase, that em- 
ployment would be up to 959,400; 
personal income up to $3414 per 
capita; and expenditures for new 
plants and equipment up to $l,- 
167,000,000. 


The national building outlook 
to 1975 was presented in a mo- 
tion picture, just released by 
Practical Builder. It revealed 
that every 15 minutes of every 
day, more than $4,500,000 worth 
of materials are purchased by 
builders in America’s light con- 
struction industry. 


Other conclusions about single 
dwelling housing and remodeling 
shown in the movie are: 


In the next five years this na- 
tion will use 75 billion board feet 
of lumber—more than enough to 
build a 75-foot-wide boardwalk 
from here to the moon; 1,017,- 
000,000 square feet of resilient 
flooring—enough to make a yard- 
wide sidewalk reaching three 
times around the earth; seven 
billion square feet of asphalt 
roofing—more than enough to 
cover every square inch of land

and Manhattan; more than 175,- 
000,000 convenience outlets and 
77,000,000 electric switches; and 
4,000,000 single and double ga- 
rage doors—enough to put up a 
14-foot “wood curtain’ around 
the entire coast line of the U.S.A.

“Dear Dr. Molner: 


“MY 6-YEAR-OLD GRANDSON 
is terribly constipated. He likes 
but few vegetables. He is fed 
hot dogs and hamburgers. Aren’t 
they both constipating? He 
drinks a lot of milk. Doesn't 
that constipate some children? 
Isn’t soy bean milk just as good 
for children as cow’s milk?

First—and this seems to be 
one of the commonest false no- 
tions — you will only mislead 
yourself by accepting the sidea 
that certain foods are ‘‘consti- 
pating.”” 

Lack of roughage and lack of 
moisture together are basic 
causes of constipation. (There 
are, to be sure, some others.) 


The same factors can be at 
work in a child. Hot dogs and 
hamburgers are not constipating. 
You cannot properly say that 


any edible food is constipating. . 


But lack of vegetables and fruit

For your shoutout bid you still 
need a hand that offers no de- 
fensive value. The difference is 
that you need a strong trump 
suit and a total of six or seven 
playing tricks rather than the 
five or six tricks that suffice 
for a non-vulnerable three-bid. 

You are willing to be doubled 
on high cards—aces and kings. 
The opponents could use their 
aces and kings for a contract 
of their own if they chose not 
to double you. You are not will- 
ing to be doubled on tricks in 
your trump suit, for those tricks 
might be useless to the oppo- 
nents at any other contract. 

In our illustrative hand East 
doubles for a takeout, and West 
passes for penalties. West is in- 
fluenced by the fact that he has 
strength in South’s trump suit. 

Even so, South is not hurt. He 
draws trumps fairly quickly and 
develops a diamond trick. He 
wins five trumps, a club and a 
diamond, for a penalty of only 
500 points.

Sex in the Book Business 

THE GOINGS-ON in “THE BEST OF EVERYTHING,” 
at the AMBASSADOR THEATER, are a caution, I can tell 
you. The picture is advertised as “exposing the female jun- 
gle.” Actually, the jungle is male. It is full of wolves, and 
completely unprincipled ones at that. The 
moral climate around sophisticated New 
York circles is depicted as pretty lax, spe- 
cifically around a large paper-back Book 
publishing firm. This is from the novel by 
Rona Jaffe, who worked for a big publishing 
firm, as I understand it, and I suppose she 
knows what she’s talking about. 

The love-lives of five career women at the firm are 
examined, and they are stormy. Hope Lange is jilted by her 
fiance, who weds an oil heiress. Then the dog, on his first 
trip to New York from Texas, tries to make Hope his mis- 
tress. Suzy Parker, who aspires to be an actress, is seduced 
and then cast coldly aside by a handsome director, Louis 
Jourdan. Martha Hyer, as a divorcee, is unhappily and 
desperately in love with a married man (Donald Harron) but 
refuses to become his mistress, it’s a sad case. 

Diane Baker, an innocent typist, is seduced by an expert 
and wealthy rake (Robert Evans) and becomes pregnant, with 
tragic results, Joan Crawford, a coldly efficient editor, is 
the Thursday nights mistress of a married man we never see, 
and she’s unhappy, too. Brian Aherne, as the top man in 
the firm, is impartial. He makes passes at all the girls. 
Never misses pinching any within arm’s reach. The only 
Good Guy in the whole setup isgStephen Boyd as a hard- 
drinking and cynical, but honorable, fellow, who's waiting 
patiently around for Miss Lange when everything else goes 
sour. 

This is slickly done, and could be soap-opera. But even 
if it is shallow as to motivation, it has a certain hard realism 
that makes it a rather absorbing picture of a sophisticated 
atmosphere. I think it could have been made a little deeper 
by some objective commentary on this type of existence. 
Jean Negulesco, who seems to be good at directing women, 
handled this expertly and elicited some fairly competent per- 
formances, particularly those of Miss Lange and Suzy Parker, 
‘who shows great improvement as an actress. 


sienaey Stewart, FBI Man 

IN BUYING Don Whitehead’s book, “THE FBI STORY,” 
Warner Brothers was faced with the necessity of tying it 
together with a central plot, and had to invent one. So for 
the picture showing at the ST. LOUIS they came up with 
Chip Hardesty, typical FBI special agent, 
who got in on the ground floor when J. 
Edgar Hoover reorganized the bureau in 
1924. Chip, as played by James Stewart, 
seems to have been in on every big case 
the FBI ever handled from Ku Klux Klan, 
solving the murder of Indians for their oil 
lands, exterminating public enemies and 
doing wartime counter-espionage work. Chip is a busy boy. 

All this is fine for the picture’s action—it certainly has 
lots of cops and robbers stuff—but it plays hob with Chip’s 
domestic life. “‘Can’t be home for dinner tonight, honey; 
I've got to knock off Dillinger.” Or moving to a new city 
every year or so. His wife, played by Vera Miles, puts up 
with this stuff pretty long, but finally gets sick of it and 
moves out. A plot device to make the audience have empathy 
for the agent, though it seems pretty forced. However, Mr. 
Stewart’s old-shoe, casual and homey style does make the 
agent seem human, and not merely a stern-faced symbol of 
law and order. : 

The gun battles seem familiar stuff after all these crime 
movies, and there can’t be any suspense in them. But they 
have been well handled by director Mervyn Leroy, and have 
an air of authenticity and are mixed up well enough with 
the domestic scenes not to get monotonous. 


Biblical ppecenes 

“THE BIG FISHERMAN,” at the PAGEANT, has the same 
trouble with it as many another big costume epic. The 
Biblical picture, centering around Simon Peter, from the novel 
by Lloyd C. Douglas, is beautifully photographed in Panavision, 
a process with the sharpness and clarity of 
Todd-AO. Frank Borzage has assembled 
some eye-filling scenes and it’s long on spec- 
tacles. Howard Keel, as a bearded and 
leonine Simon, the rough fisherman who 
became a disciple of Christ, gives a strong, 
gruff performance insofar as he’s allowed to 
by the script. The approachris sincere and 
honest, and there’s been no attempt to hypo it with sex, as 
DeMille would have done. 

You'll notice the cleanness of the walls of the buildings, 
the spick-and-span look of the streets. They don’t look lived 
in. The dialogue, by Producer Rowland V. Lee and Howard 
Estabrook, has the same antiseptic, slightly unreal character. 
It seems a trifle stilted, stagy. The screenplay is too sprawl- 
ing. There are times when things get a little tedious. The 
acting of Susan Kohner and John Saxon as the lovers, and of 
Martha Hyer as Herodias isn’t of the best, although Herbert 
Lom is more real as the evil Herod. 

The religious sequences, such as the Sermon on the Mount, 
are moving, and such things as a storm at sea and an orgy 
at Herod’s court culminating in the beheading of John the 
Baptist, done in silhouette, are well handled. But some of the 
more intimate dramatic scenes were merely theatrical and not 
particularly convincing. 


Guinness in a Dual Role 

VERY FEW acters could resist the challenge of a dual 
role, and Alec Guinness has succumbed in “THE SCAPE- 
GOAT,” at LOEW’S STATE. In the film, made from Daphne 
du Maurier’s novel, he plays both a rather mousy Englishman 
who is an instructor in French, and a 
rakish, keen French nobleman. As they 
both look enough alike to be Alex Guin- 
ness, the nobleman, anxious to slide out 
from under his responsibilities, gets the 
pedant drunk and tricks him into imper- 
sonating himself (the nobleman). If all 
this seems improbable, it is, and gets 
more so, right down to the enigmatic ending. As melodrama, 
it is more like an expertly played game or a puzzle to be 
solved—it isn't life-like, but it’s intriguing. And it gives Mr. 
Guinness the chance to do’ some subtle acting in his changes 
of character. 

Bette Davis, as the nobleman’s dope-ridden mother, plays 
the old harridan with gusto. Nicole Maurey is beautiful and 
sensitive as the nobleman’s mistress, who soon sees through 
the imposter. | Me 

The second feature, “THE ANGRY HILLS,” is a chase 
melodrama laid in Greece in 1941 at the time of the Nazi in- 
vasion. It has Robert Mitchum as an American war corre- 
spondent who is forced into the fight on the side of the Greek 
underground, It’s fine at first on the intrigue, but can’t keep 
up the pace; it falls apart in interest, and its suspense never 
jells. Gia Scala and Elisabeth Mueller are the girls involved.

HOLLYWOOD, Oct. 16 (UPI). 
THREE LOVES had Errol Flynn—wine, women and adventure. 


The women came first. 


On his trip to Vancouver, B.C., where he died of a heart 
attack Wednesday night, he was accompanied by his latest protege, 


Beverly Aadland, 17 years old, 
“Cuban Rebel Girl.” 


“I shall devote the rest of my life to women and litigation,” 
he said in the grand Flynn manner at Vancouver airport al- 
though, at 50, he was paunchy and no longer cut his once-dashing 


figure. 

By litigation, he referred 
mainly to his estrangement from 
his third wife, actress Pat Wy- 
more. She Gidn’t want to divorce 
him even tough she told friends 
she was humiliated by his dating 
of Miss Aadland. 

“I wish I could hate him, but 
I can’t,” she said. 

Flynn charmed them all. He 
sailed his yacht where he wanted 
—and it was up to his wives to 
keep up with him, if they could. 
His first two wives were French 
actress Lili Damita and Nora 
Eddington Haymes. 

Miss Wymore, who earlier this 
year hadn’t seen Flynn for ll 
months, said: 

“For eight years, I attempted 
to find out whether Errol wanted 
to take root someplace. But I 
still don’t know.” 

The women were always there, 
and sometimes they brought 
headlines and trouble. 

In 1943, in one of Hollywood's 
most sensational trials, he was 
acquitted of statutory rape 
charges brought by two teen-age 
girls, Peggy Larue Satterlee, 16, 
and Betty Hansen, 17. 

Miss Satterlee said they were 
together on his yacht, then the 
Sirocco, during a cruise to Cat- 
alina island, off the coast of Los 
Angeles. 

Miss Hansen, a Lincoln (Nebr.) 
high school girl who came to 
Hollywood seeking a movie ca- 
reer, said she was with Flynn at 
a party in the home of British 
sportsman Fred McEvoy. 

During his trial he met the 
woman who was to be his second 
wife—Nora Eddington, a clerk at 
the coufthouse cigar counter. This 
marriage was somewhat more 
quiet than his marriage to Miss 
Damita. 

Once Miss Damita chased 
Flynn and a 16-passenger trans- 
port plane half the length of 
Union Air Terminal in an angry 
attempt to collar him. 

She was finally hauled off the 
field as a menace to aviation. 

Flynn delighted in imbibing. 

“I am omnibibulous — which 
means I can hold anything fluid,”’ 
he once told his pal, the late 
Humphrey Bogart. 

Sometimes his imbibing and

night-clubbing led to first-rate 
brawls. 

The most famous occurred 
when he met radio commentator 
Jimmy Fidler in a night club 
and punched him in the nose. 
Mrs. Fidler retaliated by stab- 
bing Flynn in the ear with an 
oyster fork. 

A judge made Flynn promise 
he would never punch Fidler 
again. | : 

“To find you in a barroom 
brawl,” said Judge Cecil Holland 
of Beverly Hills, ‘‘takes the heart 
out of a lot of people. The chil- 
dren who have made you their 
hero have been let down. You 
have been in other brawls.” 

When he married Miss Wy- 
more, Flynn vowed to stay home. 

“No matter what you do, 
you’re wrong,” he sighed. “If 
you get up and whack somebody, 
you're called a brawler. If you 
don’t, somebody comes up and 
says you’re yellow. So we stay 
home and pull the shades.” 


He went through money fast. 

“I’m worth about four million 
bucks,” he told an interviewer 
last year. “But three years ago 
I was stone broke and up to my 
ears in hock. 


“IT have a great talent for 
spending. The public expected 
me to be a playboy, and I didn’t 
want to let people down.”’ 

He got his grounding from 
Olympian actor and imbiber 
John Barrymore. 

“Once Jack stopped by my 
house for an evening of drinking 
and stayed three weeks,” said 
Flynn. 


Flynn was always fair game 
for legal suits. The Tasmanian- 


born actor laughed at his 
troubles. : 
Once, Canadian sportsman 


Duncan McMartin asked Flynn 
why the actor was suing him. 

“Because it feels so good to 
be a plaintiff instead of a de- 
fendant,” Flynn said. Where- 
upon McMartin slapped him in 
the swank El Morocco night 
club. 

Flynn, whose early years were 
spent sailing the South Pacific, 
never stopped seeking adven- 
ture. He fought in the Spanish 
Civil War and claimed to have

been wounded helping Fidel 
Castro in the Cuban revolution. 
When a Castro spokesman said 
Flynn never helped, the actor 
replied: 

“T think it’s envy and animos- 
ity, and 1 have a wound to 
prove it.’ 

Flynn was warned years ago 
about his bad heart — after the 
Army and Navy turned him 
down in World War Il—but he 
refused to slow down. 

“IT never felt better in my 
life,” he said. “If those docs

‘Enjoyed Every 
Minute’ of ‘Life

ALMOST AS IF he suspected 
he didn’t have long to live, Errol 
Flynn spoke of his life in the 
past tense last month as he 
cheerily admitted being a scala- 
wag. He said he would change 
nothing if he had his life to live 
Over again. 

In his last interview here—a 
month ago—the graying bon 
vivant told me, “I have no com- 
plaints about my life. I’ve en- 
joyed every minute of it.” 

He recalled squandering sev- 
eral million dollars during his 
career as actor-playboy. One 
year he would be broke, the next 
rolling in the chips. That’s the 
way he liked it. 

“I have a great talent for 
spending,”’ he said. ‘‘When I was 
broke I didn’t let it worry me. 
And until now I managed to hang 
onto my yacht, ‘Zaca,’ no matter 
how badly things went. 

‘“‘However, I need the money 
now, old bean.” 

Flynn was sitting with me 
poolside at a small Beverly Hills 
hotel stroking the blond hair of 
his latest girl-friend, Beverly 
Aadland. 

As he talked Flynn chain- 
smoked cigarettes and downed 
several mid-afternoon drinks. 

“T suppose I'll be criticized, 
but it’s a question of living life 
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the way you see fit, and I’ve 
been careless of other people’s 
opinions. I never thought the 
public would be interested in my 
so-called antics.” 

While putting on a gay, devil- 
may-care facade, Flynn was a 
thoughtful man who found time 
to take himself seriously. His 
life was filled with high points 
and swift plunges to the depths. 

“I’ve taken the human disas- 
ters in the same stride as the 
good times. And I hope I man- 
aged to face it all with a brave 
front. You shouldn't distress 
your friends or have them feel 
sorry for you. The worse the 
disaster, the braver the front.” 

In the past few years the free- 
wheeling actor had led a no- 
madic life, wandering from 
Europe to Jamaica, to New 
York, to Hollywood, picking up 
work wherever he could find it. 

“T like to travel,” he said. 
“Slowing down? I trust not, old 
man. Sometimes I’m criticized 
for dating young girls. And 
when they ask me if I’m too 
old for the girls, I say, ‘I may 
be too old for them, but they’re 
not too young for me.’ ”’ 

When Flynn was riding high in 
movies, his home was a gather- 
ing place for the biggest stars 
in pictures. But on his last 
junket here, few old friends 
bothered to call on him. 

‘“‘What would you expect?” he 
asked me. “I didn’t deserve all 
the money the movies p2id me, 
but I was willing to spend it 

“I’ve lived hard, spent hard 
and behaved as I damned well 
chose. You'd think I’d be ready 
for the wheelchair after the last 
20 years of hell-raising, but J 
never felt better.”’

ERROL FLYNN liked his | 
whisky aged but his 
young. His alcoholic intake was 
no secret. One of his directors 
said that he made a practice of 
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getting all Errol’s key dramatic 
scenes done hefore lunch. 

“Else,”’ said the director, “‘you 
don't get him, because Errol’s 
lunches are always liquid.” ~ 

Once after a long stay away 
from Hollywood, the word got 
around that Errol had reformed 
—that he no longer drank on the 
set. 

“Malicious gossip,” com- 
mented Flynn. “‘I just switched 
from whisky to vodka and told a 
woman columnist that it was wa- 
ter.’’ 

Flynn boasted that his mini- 
mum alcoholic consumption was 
a fifth a day. 

In 1957 when he was arrested 
at the publicists’ ballyhoo ball 
as a common drunk, a desk ser- 
geant wanted to forget the whole 
thing but Errol demanded that 
he be arrested. He declared: 

“I want the whole world to 
know the injustice of this deed— 
that Errol Flynn was arrested as 
a drunk before he even got to 
the bar. I want to make this a 


_ Dreyfus case so that anyone ar- 


rested for drunkeness may at 
least have one drink before go- 
ing to jail.” 

Then he was tossed into the 
drunk tank at West Los Angeles 
jail along with a group of Mexi- 
cans who had nipped too much 
tequila. As soon as they saw 
Flynn, they started a chant: 
“Viva El Capitan Blood.” 

They referred to the picture 
that made Flynn a star over- 
night back in 1934. Before that 
he had been a $75-a-week stock 
player on the Warner lot.

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First Frost at Possum Trot 


By Leonard Hall 


EVERY NOW AND THEN, 
at this time of year, there 
comes a morning when we séem 
as shut off from the rest of the 
world as though we were on the 
moon. Or as though we had been 
on the moon before Nikita’s 
rocketeers landed a _ missile 
there a few weeks ago. Our 
isolation, however, is not caused 
by distance but by a drifting 
mist that blankets our valley in 
cotton batting. Only the nearest 
objects can be discerned at all 
and a tree on the other side of 
the yard takes on a ghost-like 
appearance. The effect is one 
we have seen achieved in Japa- 
nese drawings. 


Almost always these fog-bound 
days are, in actuality, clear. 
But as long as the misty blanket 
prevails, it has a peculiar ability 
to intensify every sound. A cow 
bawling, a tractor engine warm- 
ing up, hounds running on the 
sides of Buford Mountain a mile 
or more away—all sound as 
though they were just on the 
other side of the fence. 


Generally by the time the 
sun is an hour or two high, 
the mist starts burning away. 
Sometimes the top blows off 
first so that the valley below 
us is still wrapped in white 
while the crest of the hills 
takes on sharp outlines. Then 
the rest of the cloud lifts, 
climbing gradually higher and 
lingering for a long time in 
the deeper hollows on the 
sides of Buford to the east 
and Logan Mountain to the 
west. 


Frost has held off remarkably 
long this autumn. Finally came 
a night last week when the sky 
cleared after moon-rise and the 
wind dropped. We had gone to 
Ironton for the first showing of 
our film “An Ozark Anthology” 
which everybody seemed to en- 
joy. Joe and Betty Cushing 
drove over from Steelville, our 
sister Helen came from St. Louis 
and there were many friends 
from Belféuiew Valley and from 
the surrounding towns to swell 
the Ironton and Arcadia audi- 
ence. We had made the occasion 
a benefit performance for the 
“Ironton Courthouse estora- 
tion” and were delighted to have 
it go off successfully. This was 
doubly true because many indi- 
viduals and organizations in our 
county had worked hard toward 
both the success of our film 
showing and the _ courthouse 
restoration. 


If you have been in or through 
Ironton recently, you must have 
noticed there is a handsome new 
memorial drinking fountain in 
the corner of the courthouse 
square and that the building it- 
self has undergone considerable 
face-lifting. Erected in 1858, this 
is one of the handsomest Greek 
Revival buildings in the state 
and was used as a refuge by 
Union troops retreating after 
Gen. Price's attack on Fort 
Davidson. The courthouse walls 
show marks of Confederate gun- 
fire to this day. 


For a long time this build- 
ing had been neglected with the 
idea that a new red granite and 
glass brick horror might be con- 
structed at heavy cost to re- 
place it. Many leading citizens 
opposed this on both historic 
and esthetic grounds and the 
old courthouse still is doing busi- 
ness at the regular stand. Not 
only that; funds have been 
raised to paint and repair the 
brickwork, reglaze the handsome 
windows and start on the interior 
which boasts, among other 


“things, what is probably the 


most beautifully designed court- 
room in Missouri, Once this is 
restored, the offices are modern- 
ized, and new heating and plumb- 
ing are installed, there is no 
reason why Iron county cannot 
have one of the most beautiful 
and efficient government build- 
ings in the Midwest. All in all, 
we were glad to be able to con- 
tribute something toward this 
end. 


” Our friend Bob Edgar, who 
lives in Ironton and still com- 
mutes to St. Louis for his busi- 
ness, introduced us. In mention- 
ing that Possum Trot lay along 
the flank of Buford Mountain 
which is ‘“‘junior’’ to Taum Sauk 
by only a few feet, he pointed 
out an interesting bit of Ozarki- 
ana. This mountain was named 
by or for the great-grandfather 
of Anthony Buford of St. Louis,

When I got up a half-hour be- 
fore sunrise it was plain we'd 
had frost, for it lay white on the 
grass and the roof-tops, but as 
morning advanced and the mist 
burned off, it was obvious this 
hadn’t been the killing frost that 
ends the season’s flowers. This 
one is still to come—and it can 
take its time, as far as we are 
concerned.

Statues of Ramses II

TWENTY-FOUR HUNDRED 
years have passed since Herodo- 
tus, the famous Gree ktraveler, 
visited Egypt. Among his notes 
about that country are some 
which refer to Memphis, which 
was for a time, the capital city. 
He related, in part: 


‘‘Amasis (an Egyptian king) 
gave a huge statue to the 
Temple of Vulcan. It is a 
resting colossus, 75 feet long. 
Standing near the temple are 
two other statues, each of 
therm 20 feet high.” 


While visiting the remains 
of Memphis, I saw two of the 
statues which may have been 
viewed by Herodotus. Both were 
lying on the ground. 

One statue was 26 feet long. 
It was cut from granite, and 
was in fairly good condition. 
The crown, or head covering, 
had been broken. It is believed 
to represent the second Ramses 
(pronounced RAMseeze). 

Later I saw another, and 
larger, statue of the same king. 
Much of this statue was in good 
condition, but it had been brok- 
en in several places, Parts of 
the legs were missing. 

The length, or height, of that 
statue was estimated at 45 feet. 
Perhaps it is the same one 
Herodotus estimated to have a 
height of 75 feet. 

An even larger Statue of 


Ramses II was found at the 
site of the ancient city of 
Thebes. When it was carved, 
and put in place, it had a 
height of about 58 feet. 


The Colossus of Ramses II 
at Thebes is in poor condition, 
especially the face and head, 
The original weight has been 
estimated at a thousand tons,
